THAT “RIDICULOUS EXHIBIT.** 

Agent Clayton Replies to Criticisms oil 

the Agricultural Department. 

rSDeciaJ Dispatch to the Boston Herald. 1 

Washington. D. C.. July 4. 1SS9. B. F. 
Clayton, the special agent who prepared the 
department of agricultural exhibit for the 
; Paris exposition, has this to say m a published 
card about the criticism upon it: "When 
criticisms are in order the critics shonld go 
back to the inception and yaaK the ears of a 
parsimonious government that was so incon¬ 
siderate as to appropriate only a quarter of a 
million dollars where a million should have 
t>een granted, and so dilatory in acriug that 
there was scarcely time enouch left to do 
more than to collect a ridiculous exhibit.' 
Had there been $250,000 for a building, and 
$750,000 to fill it. and six months more time 
been given, there would not now be occasion 
lor criticising the commissioner for inability 
to create a show out of wind.” 

“Regarding the agricultural department ex¬ 
hibit, although fonr-fifths or our exports are 
agricultural prodnets. only $33,000 of the 
$250,000 was allowed Commissioner Colman 
to make a collection of all tne great agricult¬ 
ural products, machinery, etc., and even this 
small sum was not available until about the 
1st of October. At that time the presidential 
campaign was under full swing, ana it was 
not so easy to select, organize ana instruct a 
corps of competent special agents; in fact, it 
was already too late to make a proper collec¬ 
tion. as every crop had been harvested, and 
nothing in a fresh state was to be found—no 
hanging fruits, no standing grains or tobacco.

POOR JEFFREYS LEW1SL 

Tragedy in the JLite of a Once Famous 
Actress. 

Jeffreys Lewis, one of the greatest of all 
American actresses, ana who might nave 
been th© greatest, was recently discovered 
deserted by her scoundrel of a husband, 
Harry MainhaU. ana actually m want—having 
really not money enough to purchase food for 
herself and child—suffering the pangs of hun¬ 
ger. says the Sacramento Bee. With a gen¬ 
erosity characteristic of that noble and great 
actor, Edwin Booth had no sooner heard of It 
t ha n he immediately sent her a check for 
$100. and set on foot a programme tor her 
benefit, from the proceeds of which it is ex¬ 
pected that she will be able to go East. Jef¬ 
freys Lewis has had enough to suffer in the 
last eight years, and whatever mistakes she 
may have committed have been bitterly re¬ 
pented in tears and poverty. 

Who among our theatregoers does not re¬ 
member now she flashed upon a San Fran¬ 
cisco audience some years ago in the old Daly 
company? sue .was a very Juno in beauty 
and grace then. She is a beautiful woman 
yet, but time and sorrow, cruelty and most 
brutal treatment, followed by a dissipation 
bom of heartbroken recklessness, have left 
their imprints- She fairly took SanFranclsco 
by storm. 

Well, that engagement was short lived. 
Poor Harry Montague died back of the stage 
one night. The company was disbanded, and 
the members drifted here and there, but Jef¬ 
freys Lewis remained. Shortly afterward 
she married Maitland, a San Francisco stock 
broker, who had been paying her devoted at¬ 
tention, and whom she undoubtedly loved. 
He was reputed, to ho well to do, and 
it was her intention to leave the stage 
and settle dowp' 'to social and- house¬ 
hold life in ’San Francisco. They were 
a splendid-looking couple, and when tne 
writer saw them during the days of then- 
honeymoon they were the observed of all ob¬ 
servers at the state fair. She with her rich 
and regal oriental beauty; ne 6feet 2. broad, 
muscular, manly looking and handsome— 
they made a picture that the eye could feast 
upon. But the other side of the shield came 
only too soon. He proved to be a bully, a 
eoward. a brute and a car. His wealth ex¬ 
isted entirely in his imagination. Jeffreys 
Lewis soon had to go back to work again to 
support not only herself, but her worthless 
husband. She was not long in securing an en¬ 
gagement, as the Baldwin Theatre snapped 
her up immediately as its leading lady. Vague 
whisperings began to go about that Mait¬ 
land was not treating her well; but only 
a tew were perfectly well aware that 
all she received in exchange for the food, 
ciothinz and money she furnished him were 
kicks, bruises and blows. The walls of a 
fashionable lodging house near the Baldwin 
Theatre have echoed more than once to the 
shriek3 of Jeffreys Lewis. Tne beauteous 
form of this great actress was dragged by the 
hair of the head one aivht in a San Francisco 
hotel by this masculine brute until her shrieks 
called help to her aid and she was pro¬ 
tected from further maltreatment. One of 
Tom Maguire-’* lieutenants, recently dead, 
told the writer some vears since that 
he saw aialtland—after the performance at 
the Baldwin one nizht—strike this woman 
full ana fair on the moutn. and knock 
her down on the aspbaitum pavement 
With bleeding lips ana gashed bead she 
staggered to her feet to protect the brute 
from the bystanders, who would have beaten 
hisiface to jelly. From bad matters went on to 
worse. Maitland grew to be an offensive 
nuisance around the theatres where his wife 
was playing, and the managers put in verv 
vigorous protests. It came to be so unendaf- 
ing that Jeffreys Lewis projected an Austra¬ 
lian tour. ner friends advised her to break 
the fetters which hound her . 1 :-t she 
not, and took him to Australia. Hi luck ap¬ 
peared to follow her wherever she went- Mait- 
Iand*seemed to he her Jonah. He would do 
nothing to help her. At last, desnerate and 
despairing, she procured passage to San Fran¬ 
cisco. He remained behind, but we think he 
has since returned to the metropolis. How- j 
ever, he has not followed her fallen fortunes. 

At that time there was a young man named 
Harry MainhaU in San Francisco, a nassable 
actor and rather handsome. He had"married 
a young tori named Laura Virgil. What devil 
prompted Jeffreys Lewis to her work, who can 
red? That a woman so refined, so educated, 
so full of the more delicate sensibilities, who 
had always been so thoughtful of the feeling? 
of others, should baTe so tortured I^aura Virgil I 
>jainhali is past comprehension- It mav have 
been Infatuation for MainhaU—though he 
proved himself to be but a mean cur at fcest- 
It mav have been—wnich is more lUce 7 v— 
that a reckless devil had taken possession of 
her, and shej cared not whither it impelled 
her. At any rate, she drew him awav from 
his wife. The poor heart-broken wife pleaded 
and pleaded to her husband for the return of 
he returned, but bis tempter 
followed and drew him away once more. Tne 
wife was driven to desperation, and soon 
after a sensational attempt at horsewhipping 
occurred m the lobbv of the Alcazar Theatre 
the wife and her mother attacking MainhaU. 
Jeffreys Lewis rushed out to his protection 
and the bystanders took the two women 
away. Toe wife obtained a divorce from 
Main nail on the ground of desertion, wmie 
Jeffreys Lewis was divorced from Maitland 
on the ground of cruelty. It was not Iona 
after this that the actress, maddened with aa 
excess of stimulants.'profeabiv. pulled a pi‘=- 
tol on MainhaU in the Alcazar lobby and 
to be disarmed. 

The next act was the death of Laura Virgil 
Mamhall. aged only 27. The doctors sav she 
died of consumption. God knows If It was 
not of a broken heartl Then "he woman who 
—no matter what else she mav have done— 
had made Vainhail all he was" on the stage, 
and had defended and befriended bun against 
all others was by him deserted and left in an 
absolute’.;*- starvune condition, with ao rood 
even for 1 er child. Wluat would have become 
of her. who knows? for she is a high strung 
and a desperate woman. Perbaos the bav 
would have told another tale. But the Elk 9 
came to her rescue, and Edwin Booth—that 
noble man, whose purse is ever opened at the 
moan of suffering or the wail of poverty—Im¬ 
mediately sent her his Private check forsioo.

KILLED BY A SIGNAL ROCKET. 


Fatal Accident Last Evening In 
East Boston. 

One Boy Bead, Another Fatally- In¬ 
jured and Six Less Seriously Burt 

hy aa -Explosion of a Socket in a 

Crou d of People Watching a Bis- 

play of Fireworks on Marg inal Street. 

George Hoffman, a boy of 16 years, lost his 
life at 8 o’clock last evening, while witness¬ 
ing a display of fireworks in front of the 
residence of James \7. Cooper, at 132 Mar¬ 
ginal street. East Boston. Frank O’Con¬ 
nell, aged 10 years, living ai 146 
Marginal street, received injuries at the same 
time which are likely to cause his death. Mr. 
Cooper was making a disnlay of fire¬ 
works, and a large crowd was at¬ 
tracted. to the exhibition- A number 
of rockets which are designed lor the use of 
vessels for signal purposes while at sea were 
discharged. Three were sent up successfully. 
The fourth, for some unknown cause, made 
a premature ascent of about 20 feet, and 
came down la the midst of the spectators. It 
exploded with terrific force, and Its compo¬ 
site parts of sulphur, gunpowder and lead 
were scattered all around. 

A terrible scene o? consternation followed 
among the bystanders. Those who were able 
ran in every direction for points of safety. 
Eight boys, as fax as Is known, were 
victims of pie disaster. The lad 
Hoffman was found in a dying 
condition on the ground. He was carried to 
liis home, and examinations by physicians 
showed that his lungs had been perforated. 
His clothing was wet with blood, and he 
expired in less than three-quarters of an 
hour. The boy O’Connell received severe 
injuries upon ills forehead, and wounds in his 
abdomen which will doubtless prove fataL 
He was carried to his home and attended by 
Dr. Downs. The six other boys who were 
injuxea were John Green, aged 11 years, 
living at No. 143 Marginal street; Bernard 
Doyles aged 12 years, living in the rear of No. 
loO Marginal street: Joseph Moynafran. aged 
4 yearr, living at Xo. 144 Marginal street; 
and three brothers, David, aged 14 vears: 
Martin, aged years; and Joseph.' aged 
6 years, all sons of John Berg, whose home 
Is at No. 142 Marginal street. 

The lads presented a pitiful sight as they 
lay upon the ground. Friends of the boys 
and members of the police of station 7 car¬ 
ried them to their homes. Patrolman James 
Adams especially rendered valuable service. 

Johnnle Green suffered a serious wound on 
the forehead, four inches in length. He also 
sustained five painful wounds in the arms 
and legs. By advice of Dr. McDevitt 
he was sent to the city Hospital. 
Little Joseph Moynahan received two 
severe scalp wounds, from which he will re¬ 
cover. The three Berg brothers did not suf¬ 
fer serious injuries, josefh sustained a 
slight wound on the forehead and three cuts« 
on the top of bis head. The wounds of the 
two other brothers are not such that will 
compel them to keep their beds. 

The rocket which caused the casualty was 
one of those wnich are ordinarily used on all 
ocean steamers, according to the transatlantic 
code. Tne fatal rocket was touched off bv 
George Miller, who is employed on the lignter 
Anl of the Boston Towboat Company. Mil- j 
ler was paying a friendly visit to his friend 
Cooper, and volunteered his services to fire ! 
the sea rockets. A theory is advanced 
ti.ar the fatal rocket either exploded prema- j 
turaly. or was not properly charged. 

A strange circumstance’ in connection with 
the casualty is the fact that Miller hid him¬ 
self Hwaj after the accident liap- 
pened. Search was made for him ; 
>t the wharf of the Boston 
TowDoat Company In East Boston, where roe 
lighter Ires, but no one couid give any infor¬ 
mation of his wherealxiuts- The strange ac¬ 
tion of Miller has caused considerable gossip. 

Such an intense, feeling was manifested 
against Mr. Cooper by his neighbors and 
the relatives and friends of the boys who 
were injured that fears were expressed 
that he might be dealt with in a harsh man¬ 
ner. He was brought into station 7 at 10 
o'clock. A most rteid investigation is to be 
made of the disaster. 

WALES AND THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 

We hear shat in well-informed circles Mmc. 
Adam’s correspondence is by no means re¬ 
garded as apocryphal, says the Pall Mali Ga¬ 
zette, and. contrary to the opinion which we 
expressed on Saturday, it is held that if the 
Prince of Wales’ letter to the King of the 
Belgians was not written by him. it has at 
any rate been very well invented.

It is true _ that the Kaiser has a 
constitution like a horse, and is in many re¬ 
spects possessed of aa iron physique; but as 
Achilles was vulnerable in r.Is heel, so the 
Germ tn Emperor has one vulnerable point in 
h:s system, ihe prince is represented as 
fc-.vi.D 2 remarked that the Emperor’s organi¬ 
zation Is seriously attacked; tba: he can get 
no sleep, save what drugs can procure; mat 
fc* suffers from headache so intense that 
every second day he is compelled to resort to 
morphine for relief, and that be easily loses 
his temper. Th*»re is no doubt about the loss 
of temper. NeSifcer, we regret to sav. i<t it in¬ 
accurate to represent the &a»er as’suffering 
occasionally' from very severe headaches, 
w.eich might justify a resort to morphia, 
although, ks a matter of fact, we do 
not believe that such is the case. 
T he Emperor suffers from aa interna! abscess 
of the ear. which at times occasions him ex¬ 
treme pam. So long as the abs -^3 remains 
open aad a discharge is possible from roe' 
ear. he has relief, aad the abscess cannot be 
regarded as dangerous; but the moment the 
external orifice is closed the abscess begins 
to bore its way against the interior mem¬ 
branes of the tram, wim the result that it 
occasions acute agony. If relief could he 
obtained it would have fatal consequences. 
The percentage of mortality in such cases is, 
however, very small, aad there Ss no reason 
to expect such a disaster in the preseat case.

It Sailed Away Majestically from the < 
Common with Prof. Allen, and a ‘ 
Herald Man on Board—Brassed 
Through the Water off Wlnthrop— 
Graphic Story of an Exciting Bide. 
Fourth of July without a balloon ascension 
from the Common would be a very tame af¬ 
fair, lor that is to the great mass of humanity 
the principal feature of the day. The ascen¬ 
sion yesterday. In spite or low¬ 
ering skies, frequent showers, and 
at one time pouring rain, so far as the 
public was concerned, was one of the most 
successful ever made. The contract for this 
part of the day’s festivities had been taken 
by Mr. Edwin Stearns ot the Heraud. ami 
he engaged Prof. EzreS. Allen of Providence, 
an experienced aeronaut, to accompany tills 
"per&mJiy conducted" excursion among the 
clouds, aud to provide an airship for the 
trip. That everything should be carried out 
in first-class shape. Prof. Allen en¬ 
gaged to have ready by th© Fourth a 
balloon that had never tempted fate and the 
elements by making an ascent in the air, and 
that he kept his agreement is evident from 
the fact that every inch of texture used in its 
construction, every rope, the basket, sand 
baes. even the streamers, flans and bunting, 
with which Itjwas profusely decorated, were 
perfectly new, aud made their initial trip on 
this occasion. Besides this perfect equipment, 
it proved to be the largest balloon sent up 
from the common for many years, its ulmen- 
; slons being 72 feet in diameter, and I44xl2d 
feet in circumference, and its capacity 
47.000 cubic feet of gas, 18.000 more than 
the one sent up last year held. She was 
very appropriately named the “Wanderer.” 

Shortly before 11 o’clock yesterday fore¬ 
noon Prof. Allen and Air. Stearns attached to 
the great unwielaly looking pile of oiled 
cloth and ropes lying so heavy and helpless 
on the parade ground the small tube ihrou^v 
which they were to receive the current of 
gas that was to give them life and 
Beauty. In this work and in the subse¬ 
quent arrangements they received the valua¬ 
ble and efficient services of John W. Seaver. 
whose ancestors for two generations have 
been successful aeronauts. The balloon be¬ 
haved well and filled rapidly. 1$ was found 
that she could be put Ina condition for flight 
Inside of two hours. 

The Supply of Gas. 
was reduced accordingly till just before 3 
o’clock, when it was again turned on full 
force, and when the rain began to fall at 3:15 
the balloon was more than three-quarters 
fulL The crowd had begun to gather about 
10 o’clock, and had assumed immense pro¬ 
portions by the time the shower came 
on at about 3 o’clock, but so interested 
were the multitude in watching the bellying 
silk growing Into graceful proportions, that 
those who nad umbrellas raised them and 
field their vantage ground, while the less 
fortunate sougnt the shelter of the trees. It 
was a novel sight to see the parade crourid 
and adjacent bills apparently roofed in by 
umbrellas, looking like great road stools, with 
the accompanying toads sheltered beneath. 
At short intervals a number of pilot balloons, 
four feet in diameter and nearly five feet lneU, 
were sent up to indicate the course of the 
wind. They were named for the mayor and 
aldermen, and took an easterly course. 

The rain soon came down in torrents, but 
the crowd, instead of diminishing, percepti¬ 
bly increased. The work of Ailing the bal¬ 
loon was continued till she could hold no 
more gas. the sand bags were in position, tne 
life preservers stored away with the life sus¬ 
tain ers—a can of wafer and a dozen 
sandwiches—and at 3:15 everything 
was ready for the start. As 4 o’clock was 
the time announced for the departure, aud 
the chairman of tne balloon committee was 
not present, it was deemed advisable not to 
make the ascent till that time was up. There 
was considerable wind, and the balloon was 
thrashing about with tremendous force, but 
her new and strong netting held her securely 
in place- 

sbortiy before 4 o’clock there came a gleam 
of sunshine, and the crowd was delighted by 
seeinu preparations for an immediate depart¬ 
ure. Prof. Allen, who had already mad - 48 
ascensions, toot a place in the hoop above 
the basket, and was followed bv Mr. Stearns. 
W. A. Humphrey of Providence and Mr. E. 
D. Snckoey of the Herald, who on this oc¬ 
casion also represented the Associated Press, 
all occupying the basket. Before the word 
to start was given a telegraph messenger boy 
came running up with a telegram for ProL 
Allen. It read: 

“Am all ready to start. Strong breeze. Filled to 
capacity. -Mast.” 

Mary is ProL Allen’s wife, and the dispatch 
referred to a balloon ascension she was then 
about to make from Providence- Tne -Wan¬ 
derer” was at 4:20 given an opportunity to 
Hite In the World, 

but she obstinately refused to take advantage 
of the privilege- Three bags of sand were 
thrown out, but still she clung to the earth. 
The fact was. all her ropes, and they are in¬ 
numerable, were saturated with water, adding 
to her ordinary weight by hun¬ 
dreds of pounds. Lots were drawn 
to see who should leave the bas¬ 
ket and Mr. Humphrey was retired. 
But still the balloon refused to rise. Allbnt 
one of the bags of sand were throw n out with 
a little better-result Bnt still she did not 
leave the earth with that freedom so essential 
to a successful ascension. Mr. Stearns field 
a brief consultation with Aldermen Folsom 
and Smith of the balloon committee 
as to whether he or the last bag of sand had 
better be sacrificed. They agreed that it 
would be perilous to attempt to make the 
ascent without ballast; that as Mr. 
Stickney weighed less than 150 
pounds and Mr. ‘Stearns more than 
200 pounds the latter should give wav, and 
that they would be perfectly satisfied with 
such an arrangement. Mr. Stearns, who took 
great pride in the enterprise, v.as will¬ 
ing to do anything to make it a 
success, and he therefore, wuh the 
deepest feeling of regret and no little 
mortification. Joined the great majority who 
remained safely on terra firma. The balloon, 
relieved, of his great weight, at 4:27 rose 
gracefully and majestically above the beads 
of the multitude, and floated over the soldiers’ 
monument, east by southeast, soon strik¬ 
ing another current, and sailing awav 
to the south. A great cheer went up from 
the crowd as the monster of the air took its 
flight, and a tost or friends and associates 
shouted messages of hearty good will 
to ProL Allen and his journalistic companion. 

^ As they passed over the monument they 
threw out a streamer 300 feet long, scatter¬ 
ing behind them a train of i issue paper that 
looked like snow. Tney had for freight two 
carrier piceoss, two bags of sand, two life 
preservers, the draa rope and anchor. 

Had it not been for the rain, it wa.^ Prof. 
Allen’s intention to have made the longest 
trip ever before made from the Common, and j 
today to have made a second ascension from j 
the place where he land' d.

A HERALD MAN’S EXPERIENCE 

The Trip in toe Bis Balloon Wanderer 
with Prof. Allen. 

The writer, who accompanied ProL Ezra S. 
Allen in yesterday's balloon ascension from 
Boston Common, had his first experience 
in aerial navigation. It was, therefore, 
to him novtff as well as instruc¬ 
tive. As he made the trip in the 
capacity of a Herald representative, 
it becomes his pleasant duty to detail herein 
his experiences wnile with the aeronaut of tne 
day. To the writer it seemed as though 
scarcely six seconds elapsed after leaving tne 
inelosure before the balloon was about a mile 
from terra firma- The scene below was a 
magnificent one. and greatly resembled a hnce 
oil painting of a great city. Presently Mr. 
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Into the upper air and the second one he had 
made from Boston Common: tliat he thought 
the highest altitude attained was about a 
mUe; that, when ho found he was going 
out to sea. he preferred to descend in¬ 
side of Wlnthrop Head rather than go over 
the promontory and further out to sea. as did 
the aerial voyagers a year ago.

•*I pulled the valve rope and we came down 
into the water, through which we dragged, I 
don’t know how far, being immersed up to 
our shoulders, until we readied the wharf 
elsewhere alluded to. Then t -exploded' the 
balloon, and kindly bands helped 10 uuck up 
tlie paraphernalia and make it ready tor ship¬ 
ment to Boston. 

“Mr. Stickney of the Hf.ualp. my only 
companion ou this trip, who today made his 
first ascension, was eool all the time ami 
obeyed my Injunctions to the letter. He 
proved to be a nice man to go with ou such 
an excursion and says to would Ilka to go

FATE OF THE PIGEONS. 

In a basket, which was one of the last 
things to he placed in the balloon, were two 
carrier pigeons, the property of Mr. James 
Farwell of South t’rovldence. These pigeons 
it was Fro!.

Alas, the balloon landed in the water, aud In 
the excitement consequent on the watery 
landing the birds were lorgotteu tor a minute 
or two, and when the baski-t was opened one 
of the poor pigeons was dead. About 7:45 last 
evening Mr. George W. War drop visited the 
Rerai.d office, bearing to his bonds 
the almost lileh ss tody of the other bird. He 
stated that lie, in company with seven others, 
was sailing .on the yacht Tonsv quite a dis¬ 
tance from where the balloon lauded, aun. as 
soon as they saw that the balloon must land 
in the water, they shook out Die reefs and 
headed lor the airship, but two steam yachts 
got t6 tho balloon before rhev did. When within 
about 100 yams of the balloon they noticed a 
pigeon on the water trying to keep afloat, ami 
evidently heading fer the Yacht. They got 
near enough to the bird to pick it up. and a-, 
he was nearly dead lrom his duck¬ 
ing in the salt water, together 
with fright and possibly the Inhal¬ 
ation of gas. they concluded to sail lor Bostou 
as soon as possible, and see If ihe life of the 
poor bird could not be saved. Knowing that 
the HKitAtiD used carrier Pigeons in reporting 
yacht races they brought the bird at ouee to 
the Hekali) office. It was too late, however, 
as the bird died a few minutes alter reaching 
the office.
